23 to 26. In cln eiv e. hav e made splen did 
pit^^ress. an d the meetin g giv es prom- 
fae of bein g the most saocessfn l ev er 
held in Missoiiri. In con n ection with 
the comin g meetin g, a brief history of 
the association 's work in the state 
will n o doubt prov e of in térêt to 
readers of the Democrat at this time. 
JJn tn Jun e 16, 1S7Î, Missouri was 
without an y stole oigan lsaUon , an d 
there were on ly a few scattered local 
associaticms in the state. T h ^ were 
weddin gs, hav in g been In existen ce 
on ly a short time, an d the in térêt 
was n aturally at a low ebb. The first 
association in the state was oi^an ized 
in S t Louis in October, 18 63. Six 
years later Jefferson City organ ised, 
an d toom 1866 un til 1869, St. Joseph, 
Kan sas City, Sprin gfield, Wan en s- 
burg an d Sedalia fell in to lin e. 
The in terest was slow, an d n othin g 
of an y oon sequen ce dev eloped in the 
work of oigan isin g other associaticn s 
un til Jun e, 18 77, when a group of mmi 
In S t Louis, assisted by members of 
the executiv e committee of the Liter- 
n ation al Associatfon of America an d 
the British prov in ces, met an d laid 
the foun datkm for the preset state 
association , which today stan ds 
a 
mmiummit to the work. 
^ e plan was first thou^t of in 
April, 18 77, an d on that date the com 
feren ce held on Jun e 16 of the same 
y^ur was decided upon . There 
wm a 
gen erous respon se to the circulars 
sen t out an n oun cin g this con feren ce, 
an d a good represen tation of organ iza- 
tion s that then existed, an d men from 
other cities in terested in the mov e­ 
men t. was presen t. 
The cmiferen ce resulted in the se­ 
lection of a state executiv e commit­ 
tee, an d Mr. R. A. Hutchin son , of Se­ 
dalia. wi^ n amed mi a member of the 
committee. 
The first work of the committee was 
to sen d out circular letters ov er the 
state an n oun cin g the formation of the 
committee an d its object, an d uigin g 
an in terest in the work. At the same 
time a letter was sen t to the in tema- 
^<mal executiv e committee, requestin g 
the serv ices of on # of toe members in 
Missouri. 
Sedalia had a Y. M. C. A. then , an d 
toe association was foremost in toe 
efforts to make the state organ ization 
what it was^in ten ded to be, an d in its 
en thusiasm the local assoclatiim ex­ 
ten ded an in v itation to toe state com­ 
mittee to hold the first an n ual con v mi- 
ttofi of toe Missouri association in 
Sedalia 
It was successful, an d August 27, 
18 77.'Sedalia'8 in v itotlon wm acc^M 
an d toe dates for the meetin g were 
an n oun ced tor Nov ember 20-22. The 
con v en tion was adv ertised by drcular 
letteia,' an d person al v isits to a n um­ 
ber o i places ov er toe state by toe 
In tmm^kmal committee man , who 
aroused much in terest an d gav e the 
work a good start. The min isters aad 
in div idual citizen s took up the work 
laimediately, an d there was a small 
but en thusiastic gatherin g at the Se- 
.daVa ccmv en tiim. 
From toe first con v ^tlon forward 
to toe preeen t time toe astociation 
has had a marv elous growth, an d toe 
f^mlls of the work accomplished by 
it mxm wtmderful. It is n ow fully ae- 
oi^ded its place as a perman en t agmit 
of un den omin ^ton al religion s work, as 
a un ion effort of 
toe ev an gelical 
diun dies, Mpeciatly In btoalf of the 
poan g mmi of this great Mate, an d Is a 
laMIn g ud n eccMary in slrummitality 
of Christian woik In furtheran ce of 
ehuito effort iu ev ery locali^.

HACK DRIVER EDGAR BAILEY. 


He Was On e of the Party—An other 
Wae Formerly a Baggageman 
On the Mieeouri Pacific. 


A1 Hesllp, marshal of Jackson 
coun ty, an d a force of deputies, pass­ 
ed through the city on Missouri Pap 
ciflc train No. 2, yesterday aftern oon , 
hav in g un der guard fourteen con v icts, 
who had been sen ten ced to Mn fin e- 
men t in the Missouri pen iten tiary at 
Jefferson City. 
Amon g the prison ers was Edgar G. 
Bailey, who was con v icted of murder 
in the first degree an d sen ten ced to 
be han ged for shootin g an d killin g 
Albert Ferguson , a n on -un ion hack- 
driv er in Kan sas City, l^lley was 
bav ed fro m the gallows by Gov ern or 
Folk, who commutted his sen ten ce to 
99 years’ imprison men t In the pen iten ­ 
tiary. 
Bailey, who is a fin e specimen of 
man hood, did n ot appear to be worried 
ov er his Journ ey to the prison , where 
he is doomed to spen d the balan ce 
of his n atural life, un less some future 
gov ern or gran ts him a pardon . 
He was in the best of spirits an d 
seemed to en joy watchin g the crowd 
that gathered aroun d toe coach to 
catch a glimpse of him. He recogni?:* 
ed a n umber of local Jehus an d spoke 
to them. 
An other con v ict was Thomas G. 
Flagg, the Missouri Pacific train bag­ 
gageman , who ran ov er the main lin e 
between S t Louis, an d Kansiusi City, 
an d was con v icted of riflin g b a ^ g e 
an d sen ten ced to two years* con fin e­ 
men t In the pen iten tiary. Flag^ was 
a partn er of Baggagemaster Sin e, who 
was also caught breakin g open trun ks 
an d grips, but who escaped with a 
sen ten ce of n in e mon ths’ con fin emen t 
in the JackSM coun ty Jail.

Speneer family in 
touring Ohio, Indiana and Michigan 
as the Spencer family concert com­ 
pany. His taste turning to photogra­ 
phy, he left the family and settled at 
Alb ion, Mich., in 1864, two years later 
settling in Northport 
as a central 
point for his feature work, that of the 
Michigan Indians. 
He had made a study of the red­ 
skins and through the half century 
past has tramped the wilds from the 
straits to the southern reservations, 
with camera and kit on his hack, 
ready to take a snap at the peculiar 
race, who scoff at the idea of a pale 
face reproducing their home or home 
life. 
In many instances, after long 
persuasion of some timid sub ject, he 
would b e rewarded, after a lab orious 
pose, with i scream of fright fpom 
the sub ject as he plunged b eneath 
the dark folds of his camera cloth. 
He found nothing b ut the echo of the 
scream ii^hen he emerged. 
He has 
the largest collection of negatives of 
Indians of any known photographer, 
portraying all phases of life, from the 
aged chief to the round-eyed papoose. 
During the Indian payments, from 
the early ’60s to 1872, Spencer was a 
regular attendant 
at 
their annual 
gatherings, taking numerous groups 
and camps, b oatloads and single poses, 
and leaving the finished work in some 
well known spot where the b raves and 
their families chose what they de­ 
sired, leaving silver in Its place. He 
never had his trust ab used and always 
found that the ledger of his accounts 
with the Indians b alanced.

hull is punctured? It usually sinks. 
When H. M. S. “Camperdown” plunged 
I into the ‘‘Victoria” ten years ago, the 
Hatter went down and 500 lives were 
{lost. 
How to prevent such disasters 
■has been a problem ever before ad­ 
miralty 
departments. 
That naval 
architects hadn’t solved it was made 
clear in the recent war between Rus­ 
sia and Japan. When either a Rus- 
; sian or a Japanese vessel was struck 
below the water line to the bottom it 
went. 
Constructors of the United States 
navy believe Uncle Sam has now solv­ 
ed this problem. The bureau of con­ 
struction and repair has been work­ 
ing away at it for a long time, but 
tests just completed by the bureau 
Indicate that the two new ships, **Mon- 
tana” and "North Carolina,” now be-

ing built at Newport News, will come 
nearer to being unsinkable than any 
¡vessel ever before launched. 
The solution of the ph)blem is in 
the perfection of a system of automat­ 
ic bulkhead doors operating by elec­ 
tricity, and permitting of closure In 
time of emergency by a single officer 
on the bridge of the ship. The device 
has been nam^d the “Long-Arm” sys­ 
tem, because the long arm of the elec­ 
tric wires reach out to save the ship. 
A ship is divided into watertight 
compartments, with bulkhead doors 
permitting intercourse between them. 
If the ship’s hull is punctured, water 
rushes in. If the doors are shut, only 
the compartment nearest the puncture 
will be flooded. The vessel will still 
float. When the "Victoria” was struck, 
her doors were open. The men were 
too excited to close them. If the doors 
of a ship are automatically closed In 
time of need, the vessel Is unsinkable. 
That’s what the 
new 
plan comes 
about as near to securing as human 
ingenuity allows. 
} 
Hydraulic and pneumatic doors were 
^ tried by our navy department, but they 
! proved dangerous and impracticable. 
I Then Rear Admiral and Naval Con­ 
structor Bowdes, now president of the 
Fore River shipyards, conceived the 


Idea of operating the doors by electric­ 
ity. 
An electrical system was then 
developed and has been Installed on 
sixteen of the newest ships. But still 
there were defects. The doors were 
too delicate and Intricate, many na­ 
val officers 
thought. 
The 
scheme 
must be made simple, and, if possible, 
lighter. 
The bureau of construction 
and repair imposed most severe tests 
for any new 
system 
of automatic 
doors. 
The tests of the new plan have just 
been completed, and it Is believed that 
the two new vessels will, accordingly, 
be the safest warships afloat. 
This is but one of the numerous 
improvements which will go on the 
new ships.

The owner was glad to get rid of 
them, and told O’Brien he cou ld hav e 
them and welcome, if he wou ld take 
them away before they d ied and spoil­ 
ed. 
The boy wad ed ou t into the mu d 
and mire and captu red the fish, which 
were of great size, many of them as 
mu ch as 6 0 pou nd s in v reight, and 
carry ing them off to a seclu d ed spot, mg 
he cu t them u p, and fou nd as he 
hoped , that nearly ev ery one of them 
was fitted ou t, as sick whales often 
are, with a good ly amou nt of that 
v alu able article, ambergris, which is 
sometimes fou nd floating on the su r­ 
face of the ocean.

sold it to a chemist for $40 a pou nd , 
or a total of $1,6 00, which was more 
than the tract of land where the 
swamp lay was worth altogether.
